Ilia 
favourite measure, which vvaato accom- 
pli ah to much in extracting from thettaaie 
land» of the Crown a large and permanent 
neon if. (ind in sustaining a continuiiut 
flaw of useful emigration, has accornpliahed 
tiolhing hut (be eitablithuient uf a semi- 
nal iona! drill . 

But jt it no! possible, that even .nil of 
this evil some good may be rilticed fni 
Australia and the nation 1 If ihe mor- 
tifying fajhire of hia Jjand and Kimgralion 
Atl has predisposed ihe mihle ISixRKrtHV 
in look favourably upon any other feasible 
measures having the aauie ohjectt in view, 
and hat been the proaimMe cause of 
Ihr niipporl protnlted to Mr. Bui.tJia'a 
new Hill , above all, if this turn in hia 
Lordship- mind thai] be the meant 
of inttttuting thr lung-tetaired lyturrn of 
Natinnal Kmigratioii ; then mil the ob- 
noxious Art prove to have been a valuable 
boon. Just aa Sir Geoiim: Girpi' Crown 
land graiing regulstiom uf hut year, by 
routing all the energies of the country, 
grid furring the snlijm upon the allrnlion 
of Minister), ate likely toititie in resulti 
highly beneticial to ihe licented graviert. 

Another circtimitaDce from whirh w* 
augur favoiiraltly for the auccesi uf Mr. 
Ht llebV new enterptiae, it the prevent 
high stale of natioaal prutprrity. Thia 
opt rates in two ways. First, in conciliating 
the gnod will of Ihe lioverniuenl. Ha- 
ving humre lo direct their attenlion to

new railway speculations — with a revenue 
to flourishing at to leave a Large surplus 
in the exchequer— and with a briskness in 
all bra nr bet uf commerce and mauufac- 
scatffly equalled since the termina- 
tion uf the war— there are yet ten 
hundred thousand strong and healthy 
worktwn pearly perishing for bread !
